It`s licensed as U1 = non-direxional day and night, like all US and 
Canadians on 1650. A few X-banders on the coasts get to be direxional 
- and Enid’s 1640 to SSE in order to blast into OKC, which makes it 
rarely heard in Europe or S Pacific, but should be enhanced into Latin 
America (Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 1650+/-, July 23 at 0652 UT, continuous tone from KSVE El 
Paso TX, as previously approx. 420 Hz - shouldn't it be 440? Seems to 
be constant every night. Some more responses to my reports: 


1650.42 & 1649.58 approx. Eric 
Fetters-Walp, Jul 20 #41975, IRCA iog: ``I get out of the habit of DXing 
on MW in the peak of summer, but after following this discussion on the 
board and hearing Glenn talk about it in this week's episode of "World of 
Radio," I turned on my receiver at 0605 UTC/11:05 p.m. PDT and heard 

the tone immediately upon tuning in 1650 kHz. In fact, it was the only 
thing I could really hear as neither KBJD and KFOX were dominating the 
frequency. 


I also checked the SDRs in Lubbock, Texas, and Truth or Consequences, 
New Mexico, and found the tone stronger but matching exactly what I 
heard. It was really loud via the Lubbock SDR! Here north of Seattle, 
the tone was audible for the entire time I listened until 0630 UTC. It 
faded in and out and "“wobbled" somewhat, but it never fully 
disappeared here. Assuming this is indeed KSVE, I'm about 1,388 miles 
from that station's transmitter.

Per EiBi at 
0630-0645 Saturdays only to ME. Convoluted multi-ling sked shows other 
English: Friday 1130-1200; daily 1615-1630. As usual one of the SSOB 
at S5/S7 direct, exceeded only by 15770 Slovakia Spanish via WRMI, 
S7/S8; and equivalent to 15505, Ndarason via Woofferton (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx VATICAN. 25700, July 24 at 1428, JBA carrier direct until 1429.5x, 
BBC Hausa as sked 1400-1430* M-F per EiBi. I have yet to detect even

15133-15155 approx., July 22 at 2207, OTHR clickery 
again, INTRUDER altho no broadcast victims in this range now (Glenn

15140-15165 approx., July 21 at 0124, OTH radar 
clickery; seems more of that lately inside broadcast bands, but 
nothing to QRM here.

The only hits on 15809 in the UDXF iog 
are in three numbers-station logs, not as a frequency. Nothing in 
Klingenfuf 2022 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
